NOTIFICATION 
Delhi, the 3rd August 1954 

No. ,ADMI-3(8)/53— In exercise of the powers conferred 
by section 53 of the Delhi Road Transport Authority Act, 
1950 (XIII of 1950), the Delhi Road Transport Authority, 
with the previous sanction of the Central Government, 
hereby makes the following regulations, namely : — 

1. Snort title and commencement. — (1) These regulations 
may be called the Delhi Road Transport Authority (Car- 
riage of Passengers) Regulations, 1954. 

(2) They shall come into force at once. 

2. Definitions. — In these regulations, unless the context 
otherwise requires. — 

(a) “ Authority ” means the Delhi Road Transport 
Authority. 

(b) “ passenger ” means any person other than an 
employee of the Authority who travels in any 
vehicle of the Authority ; 

(c) “vehicle” means any mechanically propelled 
vehicle operated by the Authority and includes a 
tramcar, trolly, bus and a trailer. 

3. Duty of passengers to pay fare. — 'Every passenger 
travelling in a vehicle of the Authority, on being so re- 
quested by a conductor on duty in that vehicle, shall 
declare to the conductor the destination of the journey he 
intends to perform or has performed in the vehicle and 
shall pay, on demand, to the conductor the fare for the 
whole of such jpurney at the rate or rates specified in the 
Table of Fares issued, from time to time, by the Authority 
and shall, on such payment, be entitled to receive a ticket 
from the conductor in respect of the journey. 

4. Passenger must possess or produce tickets when 
alighting. — (1) A passenger travelling in a vehicle of the 
Authority shall not alight from the vehicle, unless he has 
obtained from the conductor on duty in that vehicle a 
ticket in respect of the journey performed by him in that 
vehicle. 

(2) If a passenger at the time of alighting from a vehicle 
does not possess a ticket for the journey performed by 
him in that vehicle or fails to produce it when so required 
to do by the conductor, it shall be presumed that he has 
travelled without a ticket. 

5. Passengers not to evade payment of fare. — No passen- 
ger travelling in a vehicle of the Authority shall evade 
or attempt to evade payment of any fare due from him 
to the Authority in respect of any journey performed by 
him in that vehicle or knowingly or wilfully travel in 
such vehicle beyond a distance for which he holds a ticket 
without paying any additional fare due in respect of any 
additional distance travelled by him in that vehicle. 

6. Liability of passengers to give their names and 
addresses under certain circumstances . — Every passenger 
travelling in a vehicle of the Authority who contravenes 
any of the provisions of these regulations shall on demand 
by the conductor on duty in that vehicle or by any autho- 
rised employee of the Authority give his full name and 
address to such conductor or authorised employee. 

Explanation. — An ‘ authorised employee ' includes a 
travelling ticket examiner, a travelling inspector or an 
office;- of the flying squad, or any other employee of the 
Authority empowered in this behalf by the General 
Manager. 


Note . — A contravention of any of the provisions of these 
regulations shall be punishable as provided in the Delhi' 
Road Transport Authority (Contravention of Regulations! 
Penalty Rules, 1954.
